Was Among the. Pioneers. of Sierra 
Madre—^Resided in Pasadena and 
Los Angeles Several Years

Mrs. R. E. Ross, a Sierra Madre 
pioneer and donor of the Sierra 
Madre public library, answered the 
final summons Wednesday night fol¬ 
lowing two weeks of illness with 
bronchitis which developed into pneu¬ 
monia. Death claimed her in Los 
Angeles where she had made her 
home for the past year with relatives. 
She was nearly eighty years of age. 

Mrs. Ross was a native of St. 
Johns, New Brunswick. She came 
to California when a young girl, set¬ 
tling in Lassen county with her par¬ 
ents. She was married to R. E. Ross 
about forty-eight years ago. In the 
spring of 1883 they came to Sierra 
Madre and purchased a forty-acre

The kvfcrage rainfall Tttr the month 
of December over a pei'ibd of twenty- 
one years was 3.80. The ; record of 
11-.24 last month was exceeded in 
1§O0 when 1 11.82 was ‘recorded, while 
in 1889 the December rainfall of 
19.83 corresponds exactly with the 
total rainfall for the present season. 

The most notable feature of the 
last storm was the heavy fall over 
a very short period. The storm be¬ 
gan about 9:30 on the evening of 
December 30th and continued until 
about 10:30 on New Year’s morning. 
During those 37 hours 8.'38 inches of 
rain fell. After an intermission of 
some hours—to accommodate the 
Tournament of Roses procession in 
Pasadena—the storm resumed busi¬ 
ness and wound up on January 2nd 
with a further fall of 1.45, making a 
total fall of 9.33 inches. 

This heavy fall, in a short time, 
does not, however, come up to the 
record of November 21, 1900, which 
ran as follows:

Mrs. Ross gave an acre of ground 
and $2,000 cash for the purpose of 
establishing a public library in the 
days before Carnegie’s library fad 
had made public libraries common 
even in much larger places. She 
asked that the citizens raise an ad¬ 
ditional thousand dollars, and the 
funds be used for the erection of a 
building on the plot of ground given 
by her. The library was to be a me¬ 
morial to her lamented husband and 
was the beginning of the Sierra 
Madre public library. * 

For about five years Mrs. Ross had 
been in failing health and had suf¬ 
fered from a mental affection. How¬ 
ever she was not in a dangerous con¬ 
dition until the period of her last ill¬ 
ness. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ross had no children 
of their own. Mrs. L. E. Steinberger 
of this city was a foster child, taken 
into their home when she was but 
five years of age and remaining in the 
family until her marriage. 

Funeral services were held in Los 
Angelse today and the remains laid 
to rest beside those of her husband in 
Evergreen cemetery, Los Angeles.

PORCH LIGHT CAMPAIGN.

Good Movement Being Unshed by . 4he 

■' Edison Company in Sferra Madre'; 

' - * 

District Agent Neejande of the 
Southern California Edison Company 
has inaugurated the porch light 
movement in Sierra Madre. Mr. Nee- 
lands informs the s News that this 
campaign for all night porch light 
has swept over all of the large cities 
and towns of Southern California 
since it was inaugurated by his com¬ 
pany Some two months ago. In this 
brief space of time several thousand 
consumers have arranged to burn 
their porqh light all night, taking ad¬ 
vantage of the very low fixed rate for 
the services which the company is 
quoting. 

The all night porch ligh thas two 
very remarkable features, which 
make it extremely popular. 

First, that it provides the house 
with absoltue protection from bur¬ 
glars, night prowlers, sneak-thieves, 
who will never go near a hoiise 
where brilliant light makes a target 
of their bodies. 

The other feature is the beautiful 
effect of a porch light, and the cheer 
and welcome and sociability which it 
engenders. 

In the summer season porch light 
parties have become a feature in 
many Southern California towns. 
Pasadena, Santa Ana, Long Beach, 
Pomona, Ocean Park, Santa Monica, 
and Redlands have now many of 
these beautiful porch light neighbor¬ 
hoods which are attracting the atten¬ 
tion of the winter tourists, In many 
of these cities the commercial bodies 
have taken up the porch campaign 
as a civic movement for beautifying 
their residential districts by making 
them more attractive places of per¬ 
manent residence. 

Mark Bennitt, the famous maga¬ 
zine writer, in an article on Southern 
California says: 

“There was nothing that I saw in 
California that left so lasting an im¬ 
pression as these porch light neigh¬ 
borhoods. There is a cheer and wel¬ 
come and a charm about them that 
transcends the day. 

‘‘Where lights burn on the ve¬ 
randas, the streets become luminous 
promenades, and the scene is one 
that draws me back to the land 
where there are no dark days and 
no dark nights.” 


RAINFALL FIGURES GROW 
Before the rain which began fall¬ 
ing a week ago last night had ceased 
every one was ready to say ‘‘enough.” 
According to Mr. Blumer’s figures 
the precipitation during the storm, 
from Thursday night to Sunday night, 
was 9.33 inches. Those figures look 
pretty large but they are not difficult 
to believe. This brings the season’s 
total to 19.33 inches, only about four 
inches below the average yearly rain¬ 
fall for Sierra Madre. 

For the old timers who formerly 
spent most of their time during a 
storm in keeping the fierce currents 
from washing Sierra Madre off the 
map there is a heap of amusement in 
just watching the surplus water flow 
quietly down the hill in the cement 
gutters and oiled streets. It is vast¬ 
ly different from other days when 
such a storm would have meant im¬ 
passable streets and deep gullies 
washed across private property here 
and there. The good results attend¬ 
ing the improvement of the streets 


so far is ample argument for keep¬ 
ing up the good work till every street 
in town is improved. 

The snow which came with the 
rain and covered the mountains was 
one of the heaviest in years. Sel¬ 
dom does the snow fall so low down 
on the mountain side. The sight 
was rarely beautiful when the clouds 
broke away and the sun shone in 


dazzling splendor on the snow cov¬ 
ered peaks. 

Floods made the Santa Fe lines im¬ 
passable at various places and so 
crippled the train service that Sierra 
Madre had no mails between Friday 
evening and Monday noon. Pacific 
Electric cars were not affected and 
the break in the mail service was 
about the only inconvenience suffered 
here, though other nearby towns 
fared worse in many cases.
